about forty people with it into the St. 
Croix. 
S o m e were struck by falling 
tim bers and others were pinned under 
boards, but m ost of the people escaped 
uninjured. 
As soon as the catastrophe w as no­ 
ticed from the shore, boats of every 
description pushed toward the scen e 
of th** tire and everybody began trying 
to save the injured and 
those who 
were clinging to logs for their lives. 


Killed by a Falling Timber. 


Rudolph Boo, a son of John Boo, was 
dead, having been killed by a falling 
timber, and George McGrath, the (‘bl­

picked up unconscious. H e w as placed 
in a boat and taken to shore and con­ 
veyed 
to the office 
of Dr. 
Merrill, 
where he died an hour later w ithout 
regaining consciousness. F rank Beau­ 
vais, aged nineteen, is m issing. 
Many of those on the bridge when 
it went 
down did heroic 
serv ice in 
helping out the injured. 
A m ong those 
who got out the injured w ere m em bers 
of the fire departm ent and of the city 
council. 
Among the badly injured are N athan 
Tanners, Ray—French, J a m es AfrGann, 
Herman W ojahn. Guy H orsem an, Ed 
M cRheters, Victor Edquist and W illie 
Madden. 
Som e w ere conveyed to the hospital, 
while others were taken to d octors’ 
offices and still others, w ho w ere not 
seriously injured, went to their homes. 
One of the horses attached to the 
hose wagon w as drowned and tile w ag­ 
on was badly sm ashed.

the bridge are com pletely ruined and 
it will be so m e time liefore the bridge 
can be put in use again.

SEVERAL VESSELS SUNK IN THE 
WORST SEPTEMBER STORM 
IN RECENT YEARS 


Now York. Sopt lfi.—A number ol 
Uvea wercj lost, much property wat 
damaged 
and 
several ships 
were 
wrecked in a storm which swept up the 
Ailantio roast Wednesday night and 
Thursday 
11 was one of the fiercest September 
storms on record, thunder anti light­ 
ning adding tenors to a howling gale 
which hurled drenching sheets of rain 
over sea and land. Telegraphic re­ 
ports say that the storm has swept 
out into the ocean. 
The greatest loss of life was near 
Wilmington, Del. The tug Israel W. 
Durham, with a crew of six men and 
four other men, employes of the Amer­ 
ican Dredging company, was swamped 
j in Delaware 
river early 
Thursday 
Id by all j during the height of the storm Eight 
under of the ten persons on the little craft 
were drowned. From farther down the 
coast at .Jacksonville comes the report 
that five 
men were drowned off 
Charleston 
Little Damare in New York City. 
New York suffered 
comparatively 
little. The wind and rain and thun­ 
der and lightning were terrific, but lit­ 
tle actual damage was done. Nine­ 
teen coal barges went adrift in the 
bay and their wreckage strews the 
shore from the Battery to The Nar­ 
rows, but no lives were lost. Several 
small vessels also went ashore on va­ 
rious parts of the coast m ar New 
York. 
One fatality was reported in this 
city when a piece of east iron fire es­ 
cape was blown from a building and 
struck Carl Hertzner, killing him in­ 
stantly. The fishing steamboat Jo­ 
seph Church of Greenport, N. Y., 
struck on Heads Hill bar and was 
smashed to pieces 
The captain and 
crew of twenty-one men were saved.

Stillwater. Minn., Sopt lfi.— A ter­ 
rible catastrophe occurred in this city 
ni S o’clock Thursday afternoon, 
whereby it is known that two persons 
are dead and a score or more injured. 
'Th** watchman on the pontoon 
bridge noticed flames at the east end 
of the long span, one span away from 
the pontoon, and sounded the whistle. 
The lire department responded and 
hundreds of men and boys gathered 
on the bridge and tlie levee to watch 
the flames, which were fast eating 
their way toward the center of the 
span The hose team and hose cart 
ventured out upon the span and when 
the supports at the east end had 
burned away the span fell, tarrying I 
about forty people with it into the St. j 
Croix. Some were struck by falling 1 
timbers and others were pinned under 
boards, but most of the people escaped ¡ 
uninjured. 
As soon as the catastrophe was no- j 
ticed from the shore, boats of every 
description pushed toward the scene 
of the tire and everybody began trying ■ 
to save the injured and those who 
were clinging to logs for their lives. 
Killed by a Falling Timber. 
Rudolph Boo, a son of John Boo, was 
dead, having been killed by a falling 
timber, and George McGrath, the old­ 
est son of Andrew McGrath, was 
picked up unconscious. He was placed 
in a boat and taken to shore and con­ 
veyed to the office of Dr. Merrill, 
where he died an hour later without 
regaining consciousness. Frank Beau­ 
vais, aged nineteen, is missing. 
Many of those on the bridge when 
it went down did heroic service in 
helping out the injured. Among those 
who got out the injured were members 
of the fire department and of the city 
council. 
Among the badly injured are Nathan 
Banners, Bay—French, James AfcGann, 
Herman Wojahn, Guy Horseman, Ed 
MePheters. Victor Edqutst and Willie 
Madden. 
Some were conveyed to the hospital, 
while others were taken to doctors’ 
offices and still others, who were not 
seriously injured, went to their homes. 
One of the horses attached to the 
hose wagon was drowned and the wag: 
on was badly smashed. Two spans of 
the bridge are completely ruined and 
it will be some time before the bridge 
can be put in use again. The floor of 
the span which went down lies even 
with the water, and there are many 
who are of the opinion that other 
bodies are beneath the span. As 
nearly as can be learned but one per­ 
son is missing.

ENORMOUS 
LOSS 
BY 
FIRE. 
Shift of Wind oaves Halifax, N. S., 
From Destruction. 
Halifax, X. S., Sept. Dk—A shift of 
wind saved Halifax from destruction 
by fire Thursday. Nevertheless the 
city suffered a loss of $500,000 in the 
business part of ihe water front and 
tlu- progress of the flames was only 
stayed by the dynamiting of a dozen 
buildings by sailors and soldiers. 
Between 3 and -1 p. in., when the fire 
was at its height, and a fearful south­ 
erly gale was pushing it straight to­ 
ward the heart of the business center, 
entire city. Shortly after 0 o’clock, 
however, the wind suddenly shifted to 
the west and turned thtTflames along 
th11 wharves and warehouses. 
There the titt raged in lower Water 
street until 7 o’clock at night, when 200 
sailors with torpedo apparatus landed 
from H. M. S. Ariade and Indefatig­ 
able, and with the assistance of 200 
troops from the garrison, checked 
further progress by removing with the 
aid of dynamite, a dozen small build­ 
ings.Fhe fire consumed six wharves, two 
coal piers, two hotels, a dozen ware­ 
houses and a number of retail shops. 
During the fire a large tree fell, 
killing Flora Ring and wounding two 
other persons. 


CANNON STARTS CAMPAIGN. 
Speaker of the House Will Visit Close 
Congressional Districts. 
South Bend, Ind., Sept. 16.—Joseph 
G Gannon, speaker of the national 
house of representatives, last night 
began a campaign which he will wage 
from this time until election day in 
close congressional districts. Speaker 
Cannon was escorted to the Audi­ 
torium theater by a special commit­ 
tee headed by Congressman Brick, in 
whose interest he spoke especially. 
The large theater was filled to its ut­ 
most capacity and when the speaker 
appeared he was received with en­ 
thusiastic cheers Congressman Brick 
presided. 
Mr. Cannon discus •¡ed at length the 
various issues of the campaign but 
gave his especial attention 
to the 
tariff and the trusts, contending with 
reference to the former that the Re­ 
publican policy of protection is the 
only sure safeguard of American inter­ 
ests. and concerning the latter that 
i the action of the president is an un- 
j rnistakablo HMex of the attitude of the 
I Republican party.
